HV  88431.  as  Lessor,  art3  HARDING  ENERGY  PARTNERS,  LLC,  a  Texas  limited  liability  company,  13465  Midway  Road,  Suite  400,  Dallas, 
Texas  7SZ44,  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  this  lease  were  prepared  by  the  party  hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  but  all  other  provisions  (inducing  the  completion  of 
blank  spaces)  were  prepared  jointly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee. 

1.  In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  In  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following  described 
land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises:

State  of  TEXAS,  containing  Q.179  grass  acres,  more  or  less  (including  any  interests  therein  which  Lessor  may  hereafter  acquire  by  reversion, 
prescription  or  otherwise),  for  five  purpose  of  exploring  for.  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oil  and  gas,  along  with  all  hydrocarbon  and  non  hydrocarbon  substances 
produced  in  association  therewith  (including  geophysical/seismic  operations).  The  term  "gas"  as  used  herein  includes  hefium,  carbon  dioxide  and  other  commercial  gases,  as 
well  as  hydrocarbon  gases.

at  the  end  of  the  primary  term  or  any  time  thereafter  one.  or  morc'weUs  on  the  Jessed' premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith' are' capable  of.  erther' producing  oil  or  gas  or  other 
substances  covered  hereby  Jn  paying  quantities  or  such  wells  are  waiting  on  hydraulic  fracture  stimulation,  but  such  well  or  wells  are  either  shut-in  or  production  therefrom  is 
not  being  sold  by  Lessee,  such  weB  or  wells  shall  nevertheless  be  deemed  to  be  producing  in  payi  ng  quantities  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  this  lease.  If  for  a  period  of  90

5.  Except  as  provided  tor  in  Paragraph  3  above,  if  Lessee  drills  a  well  which  is  incapable  of  producing  in  paving  quantities  (hereinafter  called  "dry  hole")  on  the  leased 
premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  if  al  production  (whether  or  not  in  paying  quantities)  permanently  ceases  from  any  cause,  including  a  revision  of  unit  boundaries 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  6  or  the  action  of  any  governmental  authority,  then  in  the  event  this  lease  Is  not  otherwise  being  maintained,  in  force  it  shall 
nevertheless  remain  in  force  >r  Lessee  commences  operations  for  reworking  an  existing  well  or  for  doling  an  additional  well  or  for  otherwise  obtaining  or  restoring  production 
on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  within  90  days  after  completion  of  operations  on  such  dry  hole  or  within  90  days  after  such  cessation  of  all  production.

Production,  drilling  or  reworking  operations  anywhere  on  a  unit  which  includes  all  or  any  part  of  the  [eased  premises  shall  be  treated  as  "rf  it  were  production,  drilling  or 
rewoiking  operations  on  the  leased  premises,  except  that  the  produetioi)  on  which  Lessor's  royalty  is  calculated  shag  be  that  proportion  of  the  total  unit  production  which  the 
net  acreage  covered  by  this  I  Base  and  included  In  the  unit  bears  to  the  total  grass  acreage  in  the  unit,  but  only  to  the  extent  such  proportion  of  unit  production  is  sold  by 
Lessee.

The  interest  of  either  Lessor  or  Lessee  hereunder  may  be  assigned,  devised  or  olherwise  transferred  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  area  andtor  by  depth  Dr  zone,  and  the 
rights  and  obligations  of  the  partes  hereunder  shall  extend  to  their  respective  heirs,  devisees,  executors,  administrators,  successors  and  assigns.  No  change  in  Lessors 
ownership  shall  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  rights  or  enlarging  the  obligations  of  Lessee  hereunder,  and  no  change  in  ownership  shall  be  binding  on  Lesses  until  60  days 
after  Lessee  has  been  furnished  the  original  or  certified  or  duly  authenticated  copies  of  the  documents  establishing  such  change  of  ownership  to  the  satisfaction  of  Lessee  or 
urtil  Lessor  has  satisfied  the  notification  requirements  contained  in  Lessee's  usual  form  of  division  order.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  any  person  entitled  to  shut-in  royalties 
hereunder.  Lessee  may  pay  or  tender  such  shut-in  royalties  to  the  credit  of  decedent  or  decedent's  estete  in  the  depository  designated  above.  If  at  any  time  two  or  more 
persons  are  entitled  to  shut-in  royalties  hereunder.

12.  in  the  event  that  Lessor,  during  the  primary  term  of  this  lease,  receives  a  bona  fidB  offer  which  Lessor  iB  willing  to  accept  from  any  party  offering  to  purchase  from 
Lessor  a  lease  covering  any  or  all  of  the  substances  covered  by  this  lease  and  covering  all  or  a  portion  of  the  land  described  herein,  with  (he  lease  becoming  effective  upon 
expiration  of  this  lease,  Lessor  hereby  agrees  tD  notify  Lessee  in  writing  of  said  offer  immediately,  including  in  the  notice  the  name  and  address  of  the  offeror,  the  price  offered 
and  all  Other  pertinent  terms  and  conditions  of  the  offer.  Lessee,  for  a  period  of  fifteen  days  after  receipt  of  the  notice,  shal  have  the  prior  and  preferred  right  and  option  to 
purchase  the  lease  or  part  thereof  or  interest  therein,  covered  by  the  offer  at  the  price  and  according  to  1he  terms  arid  conditions  specified  in  the  offer. 

13.  No  litigation  shall  be  initiated  by  Lessor  with  respect  to  any  breach  or  default  by  Lessee  hereunder,  for  a  period  of  at  least  9D  days  after  Lessor  has  given  Lessee 
written  notice  fully  describing  the  breach  or  default,  and  then  only  If  Lessee  fals  to  remedy  the  breach  or  default,  within  such  period.  In  the  event  the  matter  is  litigated  and 
there  is  a  final  Judicial  determination  that  a  breach  or  default  has  occurred,  this  lease  shall  not  be  forfeited  or  canceled  in  whole  or  in  part  unless  Lessee  is  given  a  reasonable 
time  after  said  judicial  determination  to  remedy  the  breach  or  default  and  Lessee  fals  to  do  so.

15.  Lessor  hereby  warrants  and  agrees  to  defend  title  conveyed  to  Lessee  hereunder,  and  agrees  thai  Lessee  at  Lessee's  option  may  pay  and  discharge  any  taxes, 
mortgages  or  liens  existing,  levied  or  assessed  on  or  against  the  leased  premises.  If  Lessee  exercises  such  option,  Lessee  shal  be  subrogated  to  the  rights  of  the  party  to 
whom  payment  is  made,  and,  in  addition  to  its  other  rights,  may  reimburse  Itself  out  of  any  royalties  or  shut-In  royalties  otherwise  payable  Id  Lessor  hereunder.  In  the  event 
Lessee  is  made  aware  of  any  claim  inconsistent  with  Lessor's  tide.  Lessee  may  suspend  the  payment  of  royalties  and  shut-in  royalties  hereunder,  without  interest,  until 
Lessee  has  been  furnished  Satisfactory  evidence  that  such  daim  has  been  resolved.
